Joplin, Mo., April 16.—The excite- 


ment that ended last night in a mob 
lynching Thomas Gilyard, the jaegra 
murderer and the shooting at sev- 
eral negroes and the firing of their 
homes, is still intense today and fur- 
ther bloodshed and damage, to prop- 
erty is feared. Many negroes ari 
selling their belongings' today and 
leaving town. Tonight, it is said, 
another mob will demand the release 
of "Hickory Bill," a town character, 
who was placed in jail last night as 
a member of the mob and that they 
will wreck other negro shanties and 
drive out what blacks may yet re- 
main. This afternoon the mayor is- 
sued a proclamation calling for five 
hundred men to protect life and 
property. 


There are several hundred strang 


ers in the city and a report is being 
circulated that several hundred oth- 
ers Irom Peirce City, where a fierce 
race war occurred over a year ago. 
will come to Joplin .tonight and as- 
sist in the extermination of the col- 
ored population.

New London, Conn., April 16.—In 


the presence of thousands of spec- 
tators, including many visitors from 
Hew York, Boston and other cities, 
the steamship Minnesota, the largest 
vessel ever built in this country and 
the greatest 
cargo-carrier in the 


world, was launched today at the 
yards of the Eastern Shipbuilding 
company at Qroton. The sponsor of 
the mammoth ship was Miss Clara 
Hill, daughter of J. J. Hill, president 
of the Great Northern Steamship 
company, for v/hom the vessel was 
built, to become a part of the com- 
pany's Pacific and Oriental carrying 
service. As the last restraining link 
that held the ship to its place on the 
ways was severed Miss Hill broke a 
bottle of wine over the steel bow and 
named thai craft Minnesota. 


GLIDES INTO THE WATER. 
With a gliding motion, barely per- 


ceptible at first, the .vast mass of 
steel, weighing thousands of tons,' 
started down the. ways, and gather- 
ing speed rapidly, plunged into the 
water with a wave under her stern 
that seriously threatened the safety 
of the hundreds of small craft in 
the harbor. Although her momen- 
tum seemed sufficient to carry her 
far. over to the other side of the wide 
harbor, the precautions taken 
to 


slacken her speed were sufllcient to 
bring her. to a, standstill within .a 
mile of the.Groton shore. Tugs then 
took her in tow and she was guided 
-tq; sW.dock, -where she will. be fitted

asphalt scorches it loses its life. Of 
course, that can't be discovered until 
the pavement is down, but it can be 
prevented in ths first place. 
We 


have bought a new heater with a 
full jacket and it ought to be here 
about the last of this week. Accord- 
ing to advices by telegraph it was 
shipped yesterday, Wednesday, and 
it certainly ought to be ready to un- 
load on Monday. We are getting in 
a complete new line of machinery 
and \vill be equipped to do the best 
kind of work, and are not afraid of 
any hind of competition.

Matthew Alexander Pays the 


Penalty for the Killing 


of George Burke, 


Michigan City, Ind., April 16.—At 


13:07 this morning Matthew Alex- 
ander, a negro, was hanged in the 
Indiana penitentiary for the murder 
of Osorge Burke at Terre Haute last 
September. 
Alexander slept 
the 


early part of the evening, and when 
awakened to prepare for the scaffold 
he smoked a pipe of tobacco 
and 


walked unassisted, to the death room. 
Hi* neck was broken by the fall. 


THE CRIME. 


The crime for which Alexander 


was hanged was most brutal. The 
negro had been employed to work 
about the Burke home at Terre Haute, 
lad., and he was given a room in 
a building in the rear of -the house, 
where he made his home.. On.the 
night of the murder Burke was 
aroused by the screams of his wife 
and daughter, who slept in an ad- 
joining room. He ran to the assist- 
ance of his wife,, over whose bed the 
negro was leaning and trying, to 
slash the woman with * razor. As 
Burke approached the bed the negro 
turned on him and cut his thfbat 


Haute, where 
the murderer . -was 


'placed on board a train for Indianap- 
olis, but not before the advance, guard:
